House Democrats will caucus this 
week on the chemical tariff bill, which 
would reduce duties on chemicals used 
in paints and for other common pur- 
poses, but would raise the tariff on 
soaps, perfumes and other luxuries.

RAY ACCUSES WHIPPLE. 


Chicago Major Thinks the Brigader- 
Genéral Is Trying to Embarrass the 
President. :

no idea what the general's object 
is in making them, unless he is try- 
ing te embarrass the President. In 
that case, he may find himself in dif- 
ficulties, as the army rules are strict 
regarding oriticism of the Executive 
by officers. 


“The ‘mysterious woman’ mentioned 


in the dispatches is unknown to me. 
I cannot imagine whom the general 
has in mind. I hope the corre- 
spondence he claims to have had with 
the President will be made pyblic, 
so I may be enlightened on the’ sub- 
ject. | 

“As to the other charges, I an-} 
swered them before a committée of 
Congress in June of last year, and 
was exonerated. It is news to me 
that Gen. Whipple has been in cor- 
respondence with President Talt re- 
garding my record. 

“If he is anxious that an investiga- 
tion be ordered, I am equally so, for 
that, perhaps, is the only way to dis- 
cover what the general's motives are. 

“At any rate. ke should be com- 
pelled to make public his corre- 
spondence with the President, and if, 
he tefuses, I have no doubt the Ex 
ecutive will be perfectly willing to 
do so.” 

When Gen. Whipple retires as pay- 
master-General of the army Thurs- 
day, Maj. Ray will be advanced toa 
the rank of liebétenant-colonel.

AN ENORMOUS 
SUGAR PLANT. 


Santa Ana Factory Will Soon 
Be Completed. 


Will Possess All Meters 
Economic Saving Plans. 


Acreage Sufficient Engaged 
for First Season’s Run. 


SANTA ANA, Feb. 11.—Some day 
next August, a whistle will biow, 
chutes will be opened and a stream of 
sugar beets fresh from the rich fields 
of Orange county will begin flowing 
into the knives of a new sugar plant. 
From those beets the juices will be ex- 


floor machinery, arriving on flat cars 
fresh from a Pennsylvania steel plant, 
is lifted by huge cranes, and put in 
place. The installation of the ma- 
chinery will go on as the walis go up, 
and by the time the second floor is 
ready, the machinery will be on hand 
to be put into position. 

This system has already been be- 
gun. The monster boilers are now al- 
most completely installed. 

Near the southeast corner is a huge 
cireular concrete foundation. Upon 
it will be placed sixteen round tanks 
in which the siiced sugar beets will 
be cooked by steam heat. These tanks 
are know in the sugar house as the 
batteries. 

Within a month the air will be full 
of steel, and dozens of masons will be 
at work. From now until July 1, on 
which date the Dyer Company is un- 
der bond to have‘the plant completed, 
the work will go on at a rapid pace, 
but as systematically as a good book- 
keeper keeps books. 

If fact, thorough system has char- 
acterized every movement that has 
been made toward the erection of this 
plant. The board of directors of the 
Santa Ana Co-Operative Company 
knew that no sugar plant could be 
operated without a continuous supply 
of water. The first step was to deter- 
mine whether or not plenty of good 
water could be had on the site.
